Healing 


College reaches record 


More young people showed up last 
fall on college and university cam- 
puses around the country than had 
been expected. 

In fact. nationwide attendance this 
year has nudged past 10 million 
students for the first time in Ameri- 
can Kistory. 

The United States Office of Edu- 
cation says 10,137,065 students 
enrolled this fall on the nation’s 3,000 
university, college and junior culiege 
campuses. That's an increase of 5.5 
percent over last year's 9.6 million 
enrollment; an increase of only 1.3 
percent had been expected. 

Most college officials don’t know 
quite why, but they're not knocking 
the upsurge in enrollment. 

“| really don’t know why more kids 
are in college, but | appreciate it,” 
cemmented Ralph Huitt, executive 
director of the Nationat Association 
of State Universities and Land Grant 
Colleges. 


The biggest spur undoubtedly is 
the state of the economy. 

‘Nf jobs are hard to find, and a 
family still has money, there is some 
inclinaticn for the student to go to 
school." 

Contributing importantly to this 
fall’s enrollment surge is an increase 
in the number of women and _ part- 
time students on campus, plus a 
booming 17.6 perceni 
junior and community college enrall- 
ment. 

The 1975 upturn in college enroll- 
ment comes ai a time when many 
colleges are contemplating undesir- 
able alternatives. 

As the population explosion pro- 
duced by the post World War !I baby 
boom moves past the college years, 
as it has now pretty well done, 
officials in some states were predict- 
ing large-scale closing of private 
schools and consolidation of public

campuses in the 1980's. 

But maybe — just maybe — that 
won't be necessary now. 

Perhaps the 1974 college surge 
represents new judgments by both 
students and paréiits. 

Since 1969, the percentage of 18 
and 19 year olds attending college 
had declined from just over 50 
percent to 43 percent. This drop had 
reversed ihe traditional trends of 


ever-increasing college enrolments, 


Perhaps now both students’ and 
tuition-paying parents are coming to 
believe that college training is worth 
the effort and the money. Most 
college officials certainly hope so. 

“My own instinct,” comments 
Stephen Trachtenberg, a vice presi- 
dent of Boston University, “is that it 
represents a judgment by American 
parents that a new car is worth very 
litte in 10 years, while a decent 
university education for their kids 
increases in value.” 

Considered in those terms, ihere 
can be no doubt of the accuracy of 
the comparison. 

Meanwhile, back in Michigan ele- 
mentary and secondary schools, 
enroliment in 1974-75 school year is 
dropping. 

The state board of education says 
preliminary enrollment figures show- 
ed enrollment in Michigan public 
schools is down almost one percent 
from last year. 


Last year, there were about 
2,150,000 students enrolled in Michi- 
gan public schools; the “fourth 


Friday” count in n September showed 
2,140,000 students, with figures yet 
to be finalized. 

Most of the drop in enrollment 
occurred in Wayne County, with 
16,219 fewer students this year than 
last year’s total of 543,429. 

This is the third straight year that 
enrollments in Michigan local public 
schools have declined.
